there are trees in Mexico that may be 
made-as valuable to commerce as are 
rubber trees. He says that in the dense 
woodlands of Vera Cruz there arc nu- 
merous plants reputed to possess me- 
dicinal, virtues and others which could 
be profitably utilized for commercial 
purposes. 


One tree, he says, yields a deep 


brownish red, thick sap .of a slightly 
resinous 
odor. 
The process of ex- 


traction is simple; slight superficial in- 
cisions are mado in the bark, terminat- 
ing at the foot of the tree; a medium- 
sized'loaf or .strip of palmetto is in 
sorted underneath the bark, so as to 
form a gutter into which the^sap drips, 
and as it.'overflows it drips Into a re- 
ceptacle placed underneath the leaf. 


When exposed to the atmosphere the 


sap does not appear to undergo 
fer- 


mentation, but becomes slightly denser. 
A bottle was left open for a year, but

the government the right to return 
and continue In their old manners and 
customs of life, says the New York 
Herald. 


The shame]essness with which these 


people are alleged to have been- duped 
and made to contribute to certain al- 
leged attorneys in Washington, is be- 
ginning to be a scande.l that promises 
to attract congressional attention.

~ sap is rnillc white and about the same 


consistency as rich milk; it Is a pow- 
erful caustic. Partial or total blindness 
may result when this sap has by acci- 
dent been injected into the eyes; the 
natives claim that a strong decoction 
of the Chill pepper, If applied in tlmt;, 
will dissolve the thick film which grad- 
ually spreads over the eyes when 
at- 


tacked by this fluid. 
. It Is averred that a few drops in n 
glass of water acts as'a;violent poison, 
often proving fatal; it Is employed by 
the natives In diluted form, which they 
spread on the surface of streams or 
lakes to stupefy fish, which they con- 
sume. 
If properly analyzed this fluid 


might prove valuable; samples, how- 
ever, are difficult to obtain, as the na- 


pause is no longer impassable, and the 
distribution can now begin from the 
stocks of supplies cached at conven- 
ient points by water transportation to 
the widely scattered 
places 
where 


these supplies are to be used.

a good- thing. It removes one of 'the 
gieatest inconveniences of life In the 
country and Is a long stop toward, 
giving ipeoplc whoso homes are in 
pparsely settled districts advantages 
equal to thqse enjoyed by the people 
leslding in cities and- large 
towns. 


Unfortunately, the cost of rural de- 
livery Is in many c-asos prohibitive. 
The government cannot spent money 
beyond a 
certain 
amount In any 


branch of the 
public service and 


many sections are denied tlio advan- 
tages of.rural delivery because It is 
not practicable to spend an amount of 
money in this 
one 
department 
as 


large as would be required. It |s es- 
timated that the average rural route 
demands 'monthly 
expenditures of
